TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
ELLAND  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1947  on 
the  health  of  the  people  of  this  Town. 

Although  I present  this  report,  I only  commenced  my  duties 
in  September  and  in  respect  of  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year 
this  is  a report  on  the  work  of  Dr.  Frederick  Clegg,  who  was 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  the  end  of  August. 

The  vital  statistics  can  be  considered  satisfactory  for  an 
industrial  town  such  as  this  once.  The  Birth  Rate  of  19.35  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  resident  population  was  higher  than  last 
year  and  the  Death  Rate  (14.42)  showed  a decrease  on  last 
year’s  figures.  But  the  Birth  Rate  is  lower  than  that  for  the 
country  as  a whole  (20.5)  and  for  other  parts  of  the  West  Riding 
(21.6),  and  the  Death  Rate  is  higher  than  that  for  the  country  as 
a whole  (12)  and  for  other  parts  of  the  West  Riding  (12.7).  There 
was  a natural  increase  in  population  of  94,  being  the  excess  of  live 
births  over  deaths. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  of  43  is  lower  than  last  year’s  figure 
of  55  and  that  for  other  parts  of  the  West  Riding  (44),  but  higher 
than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole  (41). 

It  will  be  noted  that  of  the  sixteen  Infant  Deaths  ten  occurred 
within  the  first  week  of  life,  and  if  the  Infant  Death  Rate  is  to  be 
reduced  we  must  look  for  a reduction  in  the  neo-natal  mortality. 

Of  the  Infectious  Diseases,  Measles  was  far  the  most  prevalent 
and  there  were  380  cases  during  the  year.  Fortunately,  most  of 
these  cases  occurred  during  the  summer  months  and  there  were 
few  complications  and  no  deaths.  In  the  absence  of  a satisfactory 
means  of  active  immunisation  against  this  disease  it  may  be  held 
by  some  that  a summer  attack  of  Measles  is  not  an  unmixed  evil. 

There  was  a new  low  record  of  cases  of  Diphtheria,  only  one 
case  occurring  during  the  year.  This  is  a tribute  to  the  work  of 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  carried  out  by  Dr.  Clegg. 

In  addition  to  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
I became  in  September,  1947,  a Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  the 
West  Riding  County  Council.  Elland  is  an  important  part  of  the 
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area  of  Division  18,  which  includes  in  addition  the  areas  of  the 
Iloroiigh  of  Brighouse  and  the  Uii)an  District  Council  of  Queens- 
bury  and  Shelf.  I have,  therefore,  taken  the  opportunity  to 
include  in  this  report  a reference  to  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  carried  out  in  Elland  on  behalf  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority.  Further  particulars  will  be  available  next  year 
when  the  first  full  year  of  Divisional  Administration  will  be 
completed,  but  it  is  already  evident  that  the  scheme  presents 
certain  advantages  for  Authorities  like  Elland,  which  had 
previously  no  Part  IIL  powers. 

A start  has  been  made  in  the  re-housing  of  some  of  the  many 
families  who  live  in  overcrowded  and  often  unsanitary  dwellings, 
and  the  efforts  of  the  Council  in  providing  satisfactory  houses  is,  in 
my  opinion,  the  most  important  single  factor  for  the  betterment 
of  Public  Health.  In  Elland  there  is  a large  proportion  of 
dwellings  which,  by  any  modern  standard,  are  unfit,  and  when  the 
immediate  problem  of  overcrowding  has  been  dealt  with  we  shall 
have  to  tackle  the  unfit  house. 

It  is  remarkable  how  many  people  manage  to  make  a 
comfortable  home  out  of  a building  which  has  outlived  its 
usefulness  and  in  this  way  mask  the  extent  of  this  problem.  I hope 
that  the  day  will  come  when  everyone  will  be  able  to  be  housed  in 
a proper  house  with  a bath  and  a satisfactory  supply  of  hot  and 
cold  water. 

For  some  years  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  has 
been  insufficient,  and  a special  report  on  the  position  was  presented 
to  the  Public  Health  Committee  at  the  end  of  the  year.  During 
the  year,  Mr.  Moses,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  also  carried 
out  the  work  of  Parks  Superintendent  and  Waterworks  Engineer. 
As  the  only  clerical  assistant  was  absent  in  His  Majesty's  Forces 
a large  amount  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector's  time  was  taken  up  in 
clerical  work.  Consequently,  it  is  estimated  that  we  only  had  the 
equivalent  of  one  full  time  Sanitary  Inspector  during  1947.  The 
Committee  has  recommended  certain  changes  which  should  enable 
us  to  increase  the  scope  of  our  work  in  1948,  but  if  we  take  the 
number  of  staff  into  consideration  it  will  be  seen  that  a considerable 
amount  of  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  I 
am  indebted  to  Mr.  Moses  for  the  particulars  contained  in 
Tables  11  and  12  of  this  report. 

Mr.  Moses,  who  has  given  many  years  of  devoted  service  to 
the  Town,  was,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  as  Waterworks  Engineer, 
concerned  about  the  supplies  to  the  Stainland  Area,  and  plans  have 
been  made  for  the  Hullen  Edge  and  parts  of  the  Holywell  Green 
Areas  to  receive  alternative  supplies  and  thus  relieve  the  demands 
on  Coldacre  Reservoir. 
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As  a newcomer  to  Elland,  I should  like  to  record  my  grateful 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  all  the  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  very  great  kindness  to  me;  I am  happy  to  be  of  service  to 
them . 

I am  also  grateful  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
valuable  help,  and  particularly  to  Mr.  Moses  and  Mr.  Jackson, 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  who  have  given  me  such  excellent 
co-operation.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  estimate  of  the  population  of  Elland  is  the  mid-year 
estimate  of  the  Registrar  General.  His  estimate  is  19,070, 
compared  with  the  mid-year  estimate  of  18,840  for  1946.  He 
considers,  therefore,  that  the  population  has  increased  by  230. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  19,35  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  This  is  0.08  below  the  rate  for  the  previous  year, 
1.15  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  and  2.85  below  the 
rate  for  the  148  Small  Towns. 

There  were  17  illegitimate  births,  representing  4.61  per  cent, 
of  the  total  live  births  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  0.89  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 

During  the  year  there  were  11  still  births,  one  of  which  was 
illegitimate.  This  gives  a rate  of  28.95  per  1,000  (live  and  still) 
births,  or  0.58  per  1,000  of  the  population,  this  latter  figure  being 

0.08  above  the  rate  based  on  population  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  14.42  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  This  is  1.35  less  than  the  rate  for  last  year  and 
2.42  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  were,  in  order  of 
frequency: — 

1.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation — 102  (the  same 
number  as  in  1946) . 

2.  Cancer — 43  (compared  with  34  in  1946). 

3.  Intra-Cran.  Vase.  Lesions — 30  (compared  with  39  in 
1946) . 

4.  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  Influenza  and  other  respiratory 
diseases — 18  (compared  with  28  in  1946). 

There  were  sixteen  Infant  Deaths  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Elland  during  1947  and  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  or  Death  Rate 
of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,00  live  births  was  43.36, 
compared  with  54.64  in  1946  and  41.0  for  the  country  as  a whole. 
Of  these  sixteen  deaths  (8  males  and  8 females),  seven  (4  males 
and  3 females)  occurred  within  24  hours  of  birth.  Two  of  these 
seven  deaths  followed  prolonged  labour  and  the  remaining  five 
occurred  in  children  born  prematurely. 
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Of  the  remaining  nine  infants  who  survived  for  more  than  24 
hours,  three  (2  males  and  1 female)  died  within  the  first  week. 
These  three  children  died  respectively  from  prematurity,  congenital 
deformities  and  birth  injuries. 

Of  the  six  remaining  infants  who  survived  the  first  week  all 
but  one  male  survived  the  first  month.  This  male  infant,  who 
lived  two  weeks,  died  of  gastro-enteritis. 

Of  the  five  remaining  infants  (1  male  and  4 females),  the  male 
lived  for  four  months  and  died  of  gastro-enteritis.  Of  the  females, 
two  died  at  six  months,  one  at  seven  months  and  the  other  one 
at  ten  months  of  age.  The  causes  of  death  were; — Gastro-enteritis, 
2;  respiratory  causes,  2;  congenital  abnormalities,  1. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year.  This  death 
occurred  from  post  partum  haemorrhage  in  a patient  who  was 
suffering  from  acute  myeloblastic  leukaemia.  One  death  has  been 
sufficient  in  a small  population  to  give  a rate  of  2.63  per  1,000 
live  and  still  births,  more  than  double  that  of  England  and  Wales. 
Last  year  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  Elland.  It  will  be  seen 
that  if  the  two  years  had  been  taken  together  our  average  would 
be  the  same  as  that  for  England  and  Wales,  but  too  much  reliance 
cannot  be  placed  on  statistics  when  dealing  with  such  small  numbers 
as  these. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 


Dr.  Frederick  Clegg  resigned  his  appointment  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  August,  1947,  and  I was  appointed  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  this  Urban  District  and  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  of  the  area  comprising  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Elland  and  Queensbury  and  Shelf  and  the  Borough  of  Brighouse. 

Dr.  Clegg,  who  had  given  many  years  of  very  valuable  service 
to  the  Elland  Urban  District  Council,  continued  as  Medical  Officer 
of  the  Greetlamd  Infant  Welfare  Centre  and  undertook  further 
duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  the  Elland  Infant  Welfare  Centre  as 
from  the  1st  September,  1947.  I am  pleased  to  record  that  in  this 
way  Dr.  Clegg's  services  are  still  available  in  this  Urban  District 
and  to  say  how  grateful  I am  for  the  help  and  advice  he  gave  me 
on  taking  over  his  duties. 

Dr.  Bernard  Schroeder  was  appointed  as  Deputy  Medical 
Officer  in  October,  1947. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  continued  to  receive 
clinical  material  and  milk  samples  for  bacteriological  examination, 
while  chemical  analysis  was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Lee  & Mallinder, 
Public  Analysts,  Halifax.  The  arrangement  was  also  continued 
with  the  Pathologist  of  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for  examina- 
tion of  clinical  specimens. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

General. — The  ambulance  facilities  during  1947  were  not 
satisfactory.  There  was  one  ambulance,  a Rolls  Royce  43  h.p., 
which  was  under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Depart- 
ment. It  had  no  permanent  personnel  and  was  run  in  conjunction 
with  the  other  vehicles  of  the  Corporation.  If  prior  notice  was 
given  of  a case  requiring  removal  by  ambulance  it  was  usually 
possible  for  satisfactory  arrangements  to  be  made,  but  without 
permanent  personnel  the  ambulance  could  not  be  said  to  possess 
that  availability  so  essential  in  a service  of  this  kind.  The 
arrangements  made  undoubtedly  resulted  in  a saving  of  manpower 
and  furnished  a powerful  argument  in  favour  of  the  ambulance 
service  being  placed  under  the  responsibility  of  a larger  Authority. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  the  ambulance 
to  be  transferred  to  the  County  Council  and  to  form  part  of  the 
fleet  of  the  Divisional  Ambulance  Service  which  is  stationed  at 
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Halifax  Road,  Brighouse.  Since  the  service  has  been  transferred 
to  the  County  Council  we  have  had  ample  evidence  that  the  public 
appreciates  the  increased  facilities  now  available.  In  the  case  of 
accidents  or  emergency  calls  on  the  ambulance  service  it  was 
previously  the  practice  to  utilise  the  ambulance  at  the  Hospital. 
All  arrangements  are  now  made  through  the  Divisional  Ambulance 
Depot. 


Infectious  Diseases. — The  infectious  diseases  ambulance  of  the 
Brighouse  Corporation  which  was  stationed  at  Clifton  Hospital  was 
used  for  the  transport  of  infectious  diseases  cases  during  1947. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Although  there  was  no  municipal  staff  for  nursing  in  the  home, 
die  Elland  District  Nursing  Association  again  continued  to  provide 
a very  useful  service,  and  Nurse  Carter  worked  in  the  old  Elland 
area.  In  the  Greetland  area.  Nurse  Evans  was  employed  in  a 
part-time  capacity  by  the  Greetland  Nursing  Association,  also 
undertaking  midwifery  duties  for  the  County  Council.  In  the 
Stainland  area.  Nurse  Rawson  carried  out  the  work  of  the  District 
Nurse  in  addition  to  her  work  as  a Midwife  under  the  West  Riding 
County  Council. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Table  of  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  in 
Table  3. 

With  the  formation  of  Division  18  greatly  increased  facilities 
became  available  to  the  school  children  and  pre-school  population 
of  this  Urban  District.  At  the  Central  Clinic  for  the  Division, 
situated  in.  Atlas  Mill  Road,  Brighouse,  the  following  branches  of 
specialist  treatment  are  now  available; — Ophthalmic,  Orthoptic, 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  Orthopaedic,  Remedial  Exercises  and 
Artificial  Sunlight.  It  is  considered  that  Artificial  Sunlight 
treatment  should  be  on  a local  rather  than  a central  basis  and 
arrangements  are  now  in  hand  for  the  provision  of  artificial  sunlight 
lamps  in  the  Elland  area  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  and  for  the  Greetland  and  Stainland  areas  at  Clay  House.

Scabies  Treatment. 

There  is  no  special  clinic  in  Elland  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies 
or  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  or  children,  but 
arrangements  were  continued  with  the  Halifax  General  Hospital  for 
treatment  to  be  carried  out  there,  and  in  addition,  at  the  end  of 
the  year  a certain  number  of  cases  were  sent  to  the  Cleansing 
Centre  at  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Hall,  Brighouse. 

With  the  falling  incidence  of  Scabies  it  has  not  been  thought 
necessary  to  provide  a special  clinic  in  the  Elland  Urban  District 
and  the  arrangements  given  above  have  proved  satisfactory  and 
adequate.  An  increasing  number  of  school  children  have  attended 
the  Brighouse  Cleansing  Centre  for  treatment  for  verminous 
conditions  since  these  facilities  were  first  offered  in  October,  1947. 
The  provision  of  a Cleansing  Centre  in  the  Divisional  Health  area 
has  helped  a great  deal  in  dealing  with  cases  which  have  been  found 
to  be  persistently  verminous. 


HOSPITALS. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Elland  Urban  District  Council  has  no  Hospital  for 
Infectious  Diseases,  but  during  1947  the  arrangements  with  the 
Brighouse  Corporation  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  to  the  Brighouse  Isolation  Hospital  were  continued. 

Smallpox. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  in  Hollin  Heys  remained  available  in 
case  of  emergency,  but  this  Hospital,  although  it  has  done  much 
useful  work,  has  become  completely  out  of  date  by  modern 
standards.  In  view  of  the  impending  legislation  it  was  not  thought 
necessary  to  make  any  new  provision.  Although  the  Hospital 
buildings  were  unsuitable  for  its  utilisation  as  a Hospital  it  should 
be  stated  that  this  Hospital  was  always  maintained  in  an  extremely 
clean  condition  and  was  a credit  to  the  Committee  responsible  for 
its  administration. 

Tuberculosis. 

Patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  contacts  of  patients 
with  the  disease  are  under  the  care  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council.  Arrangements  are  as  listed  in  Table  3.  Where  hospital 
treatment  is  necessary  arrangemients  are  made  for  admission  to 
Sanatoria  under  the  County  Council’s  control.  A close  liaison 
exists  between  this  Department  and  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary. 
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Maternity. 

Provision  is  made  for  admission  to  the  Halifax  General 
Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax  Inhrmary  for  first  confinements 
and  in  cases  v/here  there  is  illness  in  the  ante-natal  period,  or  where 
an  abnormality  is  expected,  or  where  the  home  conditions  are 
unsatisfactory  for  confinement.  Cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  are 
also  admitted  to  the  Halifax  General  Hospital.  In  a district  like 
Elland-  where  the  majority  of  the  houses  are  sub-standard  ones, 
it  is  necessary  for  our  standards  of  admission  to  Hospital  on  the 
grounds  of  unsuitable  home  conditions  to  be  more  exacting  than 
we  would  wish.  The  demand  on  Maternity  Hospital  accommoda- 
tion is  very  considerable  and  it  is  desirable  that  every  case  should 
be  gone  into  carefully  before  admission  so  that  the  best  possible 
use  is  made  of  existing  accomunodation.  Unfortunately,  many 
patients  coming  from  good  homes  were  able  to  book  privately 
during  1947  and  thus  decrease  the  accommodation  available  for 
patients  admitted  under  the  County  Councibs  Scheme. 


General. 

Other  cases  requiring  general  medical  or  surgical  treatment 
whether  as  hospital  out-patients  or  in-patients,  have  the  choice  of 
the  hospitals  in  the  neighbouring  cities  of  Leeds  and  Bradford,  and 
County  Boroughs  of  Halifax  and  Huddersfield, 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

The  Midwifery  Services  of  the  Elland  Urban  District  form 
part  of  the  Midwifeiy  Services  of  Division  18  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council.  We  have  one  whole-time  resident  Midwife  in 
Elland,  a Resident  Midwife  who  is  employed  part-time  in  the 
District  Nursing  Association  in  Greetland,  and  a Resident  Midwife 
who  is  employed  part-time  by  the  Stainland  District  Nursing 
Association.  Arrangements  for  relief  are  made  on  a Divisional 
basis  and  the  services  of  Midwives  in  any  part  of  the  Division 
are  available  should  emergency  arise.  There  has  been  an 
increasing  tendency/  for  patients  to  be  delivered  in  Hospital.  This 
is  not  surprising  when  one  considers  the  unsatisfactory  housing 
conditions  of  many  of  the  people  of  this  town. 
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Ante-Natal  Clinics. 


Table  4 gives  particulars  of  the  attendances  at  Ante-Natal 
Clinics.  It  will  be  seen  that  only  17  per  cent,  of  the  patients 
attended  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  provided  by  the  County  Council. 
This  is  principally  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  mothers 
attended  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  of  the  Hospital  where  they  had 
booked  for  their  confinement  and  others,  particularly  working 
mothers,  attended  their  own  doctor,  who  was  responsible  for  any 
necessary  certification  for  National  Health  Insurance  purposes. 
Many  of  the  Stainland  mothers  attended  the  Midwife’s  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  held  at  the  old  Stainland  Council  Offices.

Consultant  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  patients  can  be  sent 
to  the  Halifax  General  Hospital  either  from  the  clinics  or  by  their 
own  doctors  for  examination  by  a Consultant  on  the  staff  at  that 
Hospital.  In  addition,  consultants  were  available  for  attendance 
on  patients  in  their  own  home  when  necessary. 


Post-Natal  Clinics. 

Post-Natal  cases  were  invited  to  attend  at  any  Ante-Natal 
Session  but  only  one  mother  availed  herself  of  this  opportunity 
during  the  year.  Many  of  those  who  attended  the  Hospitals  also 
attended  post-natally,  and  it  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Midwives  how  important  it  is  that  post-natal  attendances  should 
be  encouraged.  It  is  unfortunately  true  that  after  the  baby  is 
born  the  mother  wishes  to  tackle  her  increased  household 
responsibilities  with  as  little  disturbance  as  possible  and  it  is  not 
realised  that  post-natal  attendances  may  prevent  much  trouble 
Hter  on. 
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Domiciliary  Midwifery  Scheme. 

The  work  done  by  the  midwives  is  set  out  in  Table  5 which 
follows.

Domestic  Helps. 

Although  all  Home  Helps  are  now  officially  called  Domestic 
Helps  in  the  nomenclature  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  it 
has  been  found  by  experience  that  the  title  Home  Help  is  a very 
much  more  popular  one.  Unfortunately,  the  word  ''  Domestic 
is  one  which  does  not  appeal  to  prospective  employees  and  for  this 
reason  the  term  Home  Help  is  still  used  unofficially  in  this  District. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  new  training  under  the  Institute  of  House- 
workers  will  give  an  added  status  to  these  ladies,  whose  services 
are  such  an  important  part  of  the  services  provided  by  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

There  was  only  one  woman  in  Elland  engaged  as  a Home 
Help  during  1947.  This  woman  was  only  part  time  and  only 
worked  at  her  own  convenience.  In  all,  she  attended  six  maternity 
cases  during  the  year. 

An  effort  was  made  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  enrol  further 
Domestic  Helps  for  the  Elland  area  by  Press  publicity  and 
advertising  and  propaganda  by  Health  Visitors,  voluntary  helpers 
and  others.  Our  propaganda  brought  very  few  new  Domestic 
Helps  and  resulted  in  a greatly  increased  demand,  which  showed 
that  the  provision  of  Domestic  Helps  in  cases  of  general  sickness 
was  previously  not  sufficiently  well  known  to  the  public. 

Dental  Scheme. 

Facilities  were  available  for  expectajit  and  nursing  mothers 
and  pre-school  children  to  receive  dental  treatment  through  the 
County  Councirs  scheme.  Only  two  persons  availed  themselves 
of  this  scheme  during  the  year.  As  there  is  no  permanent  Dental 
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Clinic  in  Elland  this  explains  why  patients  did  not  avail  them- 
selves fully  of  the  facilities  offered  under  the  County  Council’s 
scheme.  In  August,  1947,  a new  Dental  Clinic  was  opened  in  the 
Divisional  area.  This  normally  caters  for  persons  from  the 
Brighouse  and  Queensbury  areas  but  is  available  for  residents  in 
Elland  for  casual  treatment.  It  is  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  new  clinic  premises  will  be  provided  in  the  Elland 
Urban  District,  where  permanent  dental  facilities  will  be  available. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES.

Clay  House,  Greetland,  is  owned  by  this  Council  and  although 
it  is  not  a modern  building  it  does  provide  a very  satisfactory 
Infant  Welfare  Centre.  Set  in  a park  on  high  ground  and  well 
maintained,  it  offers  very  good  accommodation.  St.  Paul’s  Church 
School,  El  land,  is  not  so  satisfactory  and  there  is  a need  for  a 
building  in  the  centre  of  Elland  where  we  can  house  clinics  for 
minor  ailments,  dental  services  and  maternity  and  child  welfare. 
Unfortunately,  there  are  no  such  suitable  buildings  available  and 
it  seems  likely  that  we  shall  have  to  wait  until  a new  building, 
possibly  forming  part  of  a Health  Centre,  can  be  provided.  As 
the  housing  needs  of  the  district  are  so  considerable  this  may  be  at 
a very  distant  date. 


Ophthalmic  Scheme. 

During  1947,  62  school  children  and  one  child  of  pre-school 
age  were  examined  by  Dr.  Greatorex.  Particulars  of  these  cases

There  were  two  Nurses  combining  the  duties  of  Health  Visitor 
and  School  Nurse  in  the  service  of  the  County  Councl  in  1947. 
During  the  year  they  attended  at  the  various  ante-natal  and  infant 
welfare  clinics  and  they  paid  the  following  number  of  home  visits 
as  set  out  in  Table  7.

ADOPTION  OF  CHILDREN. 

During  the  year  six  cases  were  dealt  with  under  the  Act,  the 
inspection  of  homes  prior  to  adoption  being  carried  out  by  the 
Health  Visitors. 


WAR  TIME  NURSERIES. 

The  War  Time  Nursery  in  Elland  which  was  opened  during 
I he  war  years  was  su])se(]uently  taken  over  by  the  Education 
Committee  and  is  now  in  use  as  a Nursery  Class. 


There  are  over  150  vacancies  for  women  textile  workers  in 
the  Urban  District  of  Elland  and  we  in  this  Department  know  of 
the  very  real  demand  that  there  is  for  Nursery  accommodation 
in  this  area.  At  the  end  of  the  year  an  effort  was  made  to  obtain 
suitable  property  for  conversion  into  a Nursery,  but  up  to  the  time 
of  writing  this  report  no  such  property  has  been  found.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  have,  however,  been  requested  to  allow  for  the 
provision  of  a hut  on  a suitable  site  in  the  centre  of  Elland  and 
it  is  hoped  that  Nursery  provision  will  again  be  available  in  the 
near  future. 

The  rise  in  the  cost  of  living  is,  I consider,  the  principal  reason 
for  the  great  increase  in  the  demand  for  Nursery  accommodation. 
It  is  unfortunate  that  this  should  be  so  for,  generally  speaking, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  best  place  for  a child  is  with  its  mother. 
We  have,  however,  found  that  in  the  case  of  only  children  their 
social  progress  in  a properly  conducted  Day  Nursery  is  consider- 
able and  it  has  been  our  experience  that  many  mothers  have  not 
requested  admission  for  their  children  into  a Day  Nursery  because 
they  wished  to  go  out  to  work  but  have  started  work  because  that 
is  the  only  way  in  which  they  can  obtain  admission  for  their 
children  to  a Day  Nursery.  In  addition  there  are,  of  course, 
always  a limited  number  of  children  for  whom  Day  Nursery 
accommodation  is  most  desirable.  These  include; — 

The  young  child  whose  mother  is  ill  or  having  a baby. 

The  illegitimate  child  or  child  of  a widow  or  divorced  woman 
whose  mother  is  seeking  work. 

Children  of  parents  who  cannot  find  a suitable  home  or  who 
are  living  in  overcrowded  or  insanitary  surroundings, 

I consider,  therefore,  that  even  when  the  present  industrial 
need  is  no  longer  so  apparent  there  will  always  be  a j^lace  for  Day 
Nursery  provision  and  I hope  that  the  Local  Health  Authority  will 
hesitate  before  closing  down  established  nurseries. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

A special  report  on  the  public  water  supply  was  included  in 
last  3/ear's  Annual  Report,  and  reference  should  be  made  to  this 
for  fuller  details.  It  will  be  remembered,  however,  that  our  own 
reservoirs  at  Coldacre  and  llp[)er  Creetland  j)rovide  about  11  per 
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cent,  of  the  total  consumption.  Huddersfield  Corporation  supply 
less  than  3 per  cent,  and  the  remaining  86  per  cent,  of  the  water 
is  supplied  from  Halifax  Corporation.  The  water  from  our  own 
reservoirs,  however,  caters  for  an  estimated  population  of  3,570, 
or  about  18.72  per  cent,  of  the  population  of  the  Urban  District. 
Water  supplies  from  the  two  Coutity  Boroughs  have  been  constant 
and  sufficient  throughout  the  year  and  have  always  been 
satisfactory.  Our  own  supply,  however,  at  Coldacre  Reservoir, 
was  not  sufficient  to  meet  demands  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
and  it  was  necessary  to  provide  emergency  water  tanks  in  order 
that  the  inhabitants  might  be  supplied  with  water  for  drinking 
and  cooking  purposes.  A scheme  is  now  in  hand  for  the  water 
supply  to  the  Hullen  Edge  area  and  part  of  the  Holywell  Green 
area  to  be  transferred  to  the  Halifax  County  Borough  supply. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  regularly  taken  for  examination 
by  Messrs.  Lee  & Mallinder,  Public  Analysts,  Halifax,  from  all  the 
public  water  supplies,  and  all  reports  have  been  satisfactory. 


Of  the  6,814  inhabited  houses  in  the  Borough,  6,601  are  on 
the  public  supply.  The  remaining  houses  have  private  supplies 
derived  from  springs  and  wells,  the  majority  of  which  are  liable 
to  contamination.  The  number  of  houses  not  yet  on  public  water 
supply  is  232  (Stainland  156,  Elland  19,  Greetland  57),  or  3.4  per 
cent,  of  the  total  houses  in  the  district.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  improve  this  position  in  the  near  future. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

I have  been  informed  by  Mr.  F.  R.  Birkhead,  the  Engineer, 
that  no  sewer  extensions  were  made  during  1947.  Approximately 
500  houses,  or  7.3  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  inhabited  houses 
in  the  district,  are  not  yet  connected  to  sewers.  It  is  hoped  that 
early  progress  in  this  direction  will  be  made. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  West  Riding  Rivers  Board  is  the  supervising  Authority. 
No  complaints  regarding  the  pollution  of  any  streams  in  the  area 
were  received  in  the  Health  Department  during  the  year.

The  pump 

capacity  is  30,000  gallons  per  hour.  An  unsatisfactory  report  was 
received  in  respect  of  a sample  of  water  taken  from  this  bath  in 
June,  1946.  There  was  no  free  chlorine  and  there  were  35 
presumptive  B.  Coli  per  100  ml.  A sample  taken  on  the  17th 
June,  1947,  showed  no  B.  Coli  and  the  free  chlorine  was  then  0.01 
parts  per  million.  In  September,  1947,  a sample  showed 
presumptive  B.  Coli  3 per  ml.  and  the  free  chlorine  was  again 
0.01  parts  per  million.  The  attention  of  the  Baths  Committee  was 
drawn  to  this  and  renewals  were  made  to  the  chlorination  plant  to 
ensure  a larger  rate  of  injection  to  the  pool.  Recent  samples  have 
been  much  more  satisfactory. 

There  was  a falling  off  in  the  attendances  at  the  Baths  during 
the  outbreak  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  in  the  months  of  July  and 
August,  1947,  but  I am  informed  that  none  of  the  persons  afiected 
with  this  disease  had  used  the  swimming  bath. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  number  of  slipper  baths  increased 
from  7,150  in  1946/47  to  8,539  in  1947/48.  With  such  a large 
proportion  of  sub-standard  houses  and  relatively  few  houses  with 
their  own  bathroom,  the  slipper  bath  service  provided  in  the 
swimming  baths  is  its  most  important  provision.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  day  will  come  when  there  will  no  longer  be  any  need  for  people 
to  attend  at  public  baths  and  that  every  house  in  this  town  will 
have  its  own  bathroom,  with  a plentiful  supply  of  hot  and  cold 
water.  Before  this  happens,  however,  we  have  a long  way  to  go. 
The  standard  of  personal  cleanliness  in  the  town  is  very  high 
considering  the  conditions  in  which  so  many  of  its  people  live,  and 
they  deserve  better  washing  facilities  in  their  own  homes.  Mean- 
while, the  provision  of  a public  wash-house  would  be  a valuable 
addition  to  the  town.

No  pre-fabricated  houses  were  erected  in  this  district. 
Although  these  houses  may  not  be  satisfactory  in  all  respects  this 
was  unfortunate  as  the  housing  needs  are  very  considerable  and 
it  will  be  realised  that  the  programme  given  above  is  quite 
inadequate  for  our  needs. 

The  Chairmen  of  the  Housing  Committee  and  the  Council  are 
well  aware  of  the  necessity  for  building  more  houses  and  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  obtain  approval  for  a much  more  ambitious 
programme.  We  have  very  many  sub-standard  houses  in  this 
district  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  very  long  the  provision  of  houses 
for  slum  clearance  will  be  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  in  addition 
to  those  being  provided  at  present  for  the  relief  of  the  serious  over- 
crowding which  undoubtedly  exists.  Perhaps  the  most  important 
public  health  measure  that  can  be  undertaken  is  the  provision  of 
satisfactory  housing  conditions  for  all. 


FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION. 


Milk  Supply. 

We  have  89  Dairy  Farms,  containing  118  registered  cowsheds 
and  housing  approximately  1,138  dairy  cattle.  One  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  visits  were  paid  to  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  but  no  major 
improvements  were  carried  out  during  the  year.

Milk  sampling  has  been  carried  out  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  of  the  County  Council  but  no  specimens  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination,  either  for  the  Methylene  Blue  test  or 
for  the  presence  of  Tuberculosis. 


Ice  Cream. 

There  are  11  premises  registered  in  the  District  under  Section 
14,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream, 
and  16  visits  were  paid  to  them,  during  the  year. 


Meat. 

There  are  13  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  8 of  which 
are  registered  and  5 licensed.  None  of  these  are  in  use  at  present, 
all  slaughtering  being  carried  out  at  the  Ministry  of  Food  Regional 
Slaughterhouse  situated  in  the  Borough  of  Brighouse.  Details  of 
the  meat  inspection  carried  out  in  this  Slaughterhouse  are  given  in 
my  report  for  that  Borough.

Diphtheria. 

During  1947  there  was  1 case  of  Diphtheria  in  the  area, 
compared  with  13  cases  in  1946.  There  were  again  no  deaths  from 
this  disease  in  1947. 


Smallpox. 

No  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  1947. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

One  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  notified  as  occurring  in 
the  Area  during  1947. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during  the 
year. 


Pneumonia, 

Twelve  cases  of  Pneuniuiiia  were  reporte\d,  compared  with  22 
in  1946.  There  were  six  deaths. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  statistics  relating  to  Tuberculosis  are  presented  in  tabular 
form  in  Table  10. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulation,  1925,  nor  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  172. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

No  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  P'ever  were  notified  during  1947. 


Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

Six  cases  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during 
1947.  The  dates  of  onset  of  the  cases  of  this  disease  were  as 
follows: — 

1st  Case,  25th  July. 

2nd  Case,  2nd  August. 

3rd  Case,  16th  August. 

4th  Case,  19th  August. 

5th  Case,  20th  August. 

6th  Case,  18th  September. 


There  was  no  connection  found  between  any  of  the  first  five 
cases.  The  last  case,  however,  which  occurred  on  the  18th 
September,  had  been  in  contact  with  the  child  of  the  case  which 
commenced  on  the  20th  August.  The  earlier  cases  were  of  a 
much  more  severe  type  than  the  later  ones.  Three  cases  occurred 
in  the  Elland  area,  the  other  three  in  the  Greetland  area. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

During  1947  there  were  15  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  compared 
with  13  in  1946.  All  these  cases  were  of  a very  mild  type  and  in 
no  case  did  complications  occur. 


Enteric  Fever. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  1947. 
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Erysipelas. 

There  was  one  case  of  Erysipelas  during  the  year,  compared 
with  4 in  1946. 

Measles. 

380  Cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with  21 
cases  in  1946.  The  main  epidemic  occurred  in  May  and  June 
and  extended  into  July  and  August.  There  was  another  minor 
epidemic  in  the  month  of  October.  The  weather  was  warm  during 
most  of  the  time  when  the  Measles  cases  were  notified  and  the 
number  of  respiratory  complications  was  consequently  small  and 
there  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. 

This  year  there  were  29  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified, 
compared  with  31  cases  in  1946.  There  was  one  death. 


CANCER. 

Forty- three  deaths— 22  males  and  21  females — were  registered 
as  being  caused  by  some  form  of  malignant  disease.  These  figures 
show  an  increase  of  9 cases  over  the  1946  figures.

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HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 


A ilcallli  Week  was  held  in  the  Urban  District  trorn  the  21st 
to  the  26th  October.  This  was  the  first  Health  Week  held  in  the 
history  of  the  Urban  District.  The  central  feature  was  a Health 
Exhibition,  in  which  the  various  activities  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Services  were  illustrated  and  an  opportunity  was  taken  to 
stress  the  importance  of  the  preventive  aspect  of  disease.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  Manchester  and 
Salford  for  their  help  in  lending  us  exhibits  and  for  the  help  given 
us  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education,  the  Ministry  of 
Eood  and  the  Central  Office  of  Information.  The  Exhibition  was 
staged  in  the  West  Vale  Public  Hall  as  this  is  the  centre  of  Greater 
Elland.  Unfortunately,  the  public  of  the  Elland  Urban  District 
normally  travel  to  the  Elland  area  or  outside  the  Urban  District 
for  their  entertainment,  and  West  Vale,  where  the  Public  Hall  is 
situated,  although  the  centre  of  Greater  Elland,  is  not  perhaps  the 
best  place  for  an  Exhibition  to  be  held.  The  attendances  were 
disappointing,  there  being  less  than  a thousand  present  during  the 
week.  Lectures  and  Cookery  Demonstrations  were  held  through- 
out the  week  and  publicity  was  arranged  by  slides  at  the  cinemas, 
a mobile  loud  speaker  van  and  leaflets  to  each  child  attending 
school.  A very  large  proportion  of  those  attending  the  Exhibition 
were  children. 

The  Exhibition  included  sections  on  Domiciliary  Midwifery, 
Mothercraft  Training,  Home  Safety,  the  School  Health  Service, 
Housing  (past  and  present).  Meat  Inspection  and  a section  on  the 
common  parasites  (bed  bugs,  head  lice,  scabies,  etc.).  Sections 
on  Blood  Transfusion,  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  were  also  included. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Councillor  H.  Cockroft,  J.P., 
was  kind  enough  to  open  the  Exhibition  and  to  give  us  every 
support.  Our  grateful  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mrs.  Councillor 
Pilling,  the  Voluntar}^  Committee  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  at 
Clay  House,  Greetland,  and  to  Dr.  Clegg,  who  lent  us  their  help 
with  publicity. 

During  the  year  the  usual  publicity  in  respect  of  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  was  carried  out  and  many  of  the  informative  leaflets 
of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education  were  distributed. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

Eighteen  additional  water  closets  were  provided  during  1947 
to  existing  properties.
